fice. It is known that Winter has 
been assured of the active support 
of virtually all the influential ele- 
/ments in the Republican State or- 
ganization. j 
Winter’s candidacy marks the 
failure of the efforts of Becker to 
convince party leaders, and party 
committeemen in St. Louis and 
Kansas City that his strength in 
the rural sections of the State was 
so great that opposition would be 
futile, amd that he should be per- 
mitted to have the nomination 
without contest.

GERMAN SHIP UNREPORTED 
AFTER COLLISION IN FOG 


British Steamer Proceeds to South- 
ampton,: Taking Water at 
Portholes.

lision in dense fog between the 
British steamship Kashgar and 
an unidentified German vessel 30 
miles south of Dungeness, Engiand, 
was reported by the steamer City 
of Hambung to the Macak Radio 
Corporation tonight.

dred dollars to $2500 for this 
printing. 
Under the law these proposals 


must be published in one newspa- 
per in each of the 114 counties and 
in St. Louis. Although the ad- 
vertising rate paid was far in ex- 
cess of the regular rates of the 
newspapers, except for a very few 
papers, Becker paid the highest 
rate authorized by law, and re- 
sisted all efforts to submit the 
printing to competitive bids. He 
even refused to allot the printing 
in one county to a newspaper which 
offered to do it at a fraction of 
the price paid to the papers picked 
by Becker. 

While generally Becker will have 
the Support of all these newspa- 
pers, the humber will by no means 
reach 114, as ip several counties 
there is only one Republican news. 
paper, and Becker was virtually 
forced to give it the printing. In 
some counties there are no, Repub- 
lican papers and the work went to 
Democratic papers, which will be 
of little value to Becker in a Re- 
publican primary campaign..

~ A further fact which will have a 
considerable bearing on the rural 
newspaper support is that there 
are more papers which did not get 
the printing than there are that got 
it, and naturally they are under no 
feeling of personal obligation to the 
Secretary of State. ;

For 22--years 
he was owner and editor of the 
Warrenton Banner, and for the 
past three years has been president 
of the company publishing the Jef- 
ferson City Post-Trihune. and the 
epmttage City Capital News.

A system 
of flashlight signals was arranged 
in order that the Consulate might 
keep United States naval vessels 
anchored in the Yangtze informed 
about what was going on in the 
city.

TOKIO, Jan. 30.—A “terrible re- 


sponsibility’’ will rest on the Coun- 
cil of the. League of Nations if “a 
world conflagration” is precipitat- 
ed through its action,in the Chi- 
nese-Japanese controversy; a War 
Office spokesman declared tonight. 


This declaration came on. the 
heels of hints from authoritative 
sources that Japan eventually may 
withdraw fromthe League if a sec- 
ond commission of inquiry is: sent 
into the. field. 

The War Office statement. r- 
ferred to the fact that Dr. W. W. 
Yen, Chinese delegate at the 
Teague Council meeting at Geneva, 
has invoked Articles 10 and 15 of 
the League covenant. As a result 
of this step another commission of 
investigation may be appointed. 

“There is no question of bréak- 
ing diplomatic relations with China 
and Japan is not thinking of war 
with her neighbor,” the War Of- 
fice spokesman said. 

He declared it would be an in- 
ternational calamity if the League 
considered seriously China’s objec- 
tions to existing Chinese- Japanese 
treaties. 

“That would mean,” he said, 
slur upon these treaties whose va- 
lidity: cafinot ‘be disputed and con- 
cerning which the League should 
not consider slanders by one na- 
tion against another.” 

“Such a gesture by the League 
would invite international anarchy. 
In short, the League covenant 
might lose its validity.”

GENEVA, Jan. 30.—The League 


of Nations Council today set afoot 
its inquiry into the situation at 
Shanghai. The Commission of 
Inquiry, organized under the au- 
thority of the League covenant is 
composed of the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of half a dozen nations 
already in China and Japan and 
should begin to function not later 
than tomorrow. 

The United States has been in- 
vited to participate, but its atti-' 


tude has not been disclosed here. 
There was a general opinion that 
America would share ih the work 
and responsibility of this commis- 
sion which will report to the Coun- 
cil as quickly as possible. 

The Council, although it® wound 
up its formal program today, re- 
mains in session indefinitely and 


will sit concurrently with thef 
armins conference which begins on 
Tuesday. 


Action Denounced by Japanese. 

Application of Article 15 of the 
League covenant which’ made it 
possible to create the commussion 
of inquiry in spite of Japan’s op- 
position was sharply contested by 
the Japanese spokesmen. After 
a show of conciliation and a prom- 
ise of co-operation, the Japanese 
representative denounced the 
Council’s move as unprecedented 
and illegal. He spoke again of 
Japan's displeasure that this vig- 
orous method of procedure shouid 
be used against it. 

A report that China had de- 
cided to declare war reached the 
Council during the debate on the 
legality of applying Article 15. 
Dr. W. W. Yen, the Chinese spokes- 
man, cast doubt on the accuracy 
of the report and insisted that his 
Government would continue its ef- 
forts to settle the dispute through 
the League. The Chinese delega- 
tion received information tonight 
that Chiang Kai-shek and T. V. 
Soong had returned to the Gov- 
ernment, and this, they said, con- 
vinced them that there would be 
no declaration of war. In theory, 
they explained, the Kuomintang 
might dominate the Government 
policy, but students of Chinese af- 
fairs said that in practice Chiang 
and Soong themselves would be 
able to determine the Government’s 
course. 

Arms Conference Plans. 

While the developments at 
Shanghai increase the gravity of 
the trouble in the Far East and 
add a discouraging factor to the 
already dark prospect for disarm- 
ament, apparently nothing will be 
permitted to interfere with the 
opening of the arms conference. 

That cqnference will meet in the 
afternoons and the League Coun- 
cil, if necessary, in the mornings. 
The secretary-general of the 
League meantime will gather all 
possible information on the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict for submis- 
sion to the Council. 

The suggestion has been ad- 
vanced in certain quarters that the 
arms conference be seized as an 
occasion for calling a meeting of 
the nine-Power treaty signatories 
with reference to the Chinese trou- 
ble. Some observers, however. 
think such a move would compli- 
cate efforts to reach a solution and 
urged that a free réin be given 
the Council. 


$20,000,000 RELIEF PROGRAM 
FOR ILLINOIS UNEMPLOYED 


Five Bills Providing fc for Emergency 
Drafted for Introduction in As- 
sembly Tomorrow. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—An emer- 
gency relief program for legisla- 
tion to provide $20,000,000 for the 
unemployed in Illinois was drawn 
up today at a conference between 
Cook County leaders in the State 
Assembly. members of the Gover- 
nor’s Relief Commission and wel- 
fare workers. 

Under. the plan, the money would 
ultimately come out of the State 
gasoline tax. Bills intended to car- 
ry out the program will be intro- 
duced Ménday in the Assembly. 
The five bills drafted provide for: 

Creation of the Illinois .emer- 
gency relief commission;; with sev- 
en members, and a State appropri- 
ation of the $20,000,000. 

Levying a State tax against 
which warrants for relief purposes 
could be issued immediately, the 
tax to be paid out of a bond is- 
Bue to be voted on next fall. The 
bond issue would be paid from the 
State gasoline tax. 

Amending present laws to permit 
issuance of the warrants. : 

Amending the gasoline tax law to 
Permit each county to use its share 
to pay back the State for mo

Submitting the proposed bond is=

Agitation Against Navy Cut. 
Sentiment in Congress against 
any economy measure which would 
reduce the strength of the Army 


and Navy jis mounting rapidly. It 
was learned tonight that several 
members of the House have called 
on Chairman Vinson of the Naval 
Affairs Committee within the last 
24 hours to insist that he rush his 
bill providing for a 10-year naval 
building program to cost $600,- 
000,000. 

Vinson agreed several days ago 
to defer action on the measure 
until the last of the session. Vin- 
son told the callers they might be 
correct. But he was averse to 
any action that might inflame »pub- 
lic opinion here or/in Japan. 
Admiral Pratt, returning from a 
conference w ithy Secretary of Sate 
Stimson, told newspaper men that 
additional warships probably would 
be dispatched to China from the 
Asiatic fleet’s base at Manila. 
“We will send everything from 
Manila to China if it becomes nec- 
essary to evacuate American citi- 
zens or to protect them in the in- 
ternational settlement,” he said. 
“That is our job. There is a long 
stretch of the Yangtze where Amer- 
icans are located—Nanking, Chung- 
king, Hankow, Wuhu, and so forth 
—and we will provide all ship’s 
bottoms we have to evacuate them 
if mob rule conditions make it dan- 
gerous for them to remain there. 
All the ships at Manila are ready 
to go, and Admiral Taylor has the 
widest latitude about sending 
them.” 


Statement by Borah. 
The Admiral took pains to point 
out that the impending maneuvers 
of the battle force in Hawaiian wa- 


ters have no connection with the 
disturbances in China, having been 
scheduled and planned more than 
‘A year ago. He denied reports that 
this force, comprising the backbone 
of the United States fleet, would re- 
main in the Far East after the ma- 
neuvers are completed. They. will 
return to the Pacific Coast as soon 
as the schedule is completed, he 
said. 


Nevertheless, it was pointed out 
in other quarters that the presence 
of the battle force in that area 
might turn out to be a convenient 
coincidence in case the Asiatic fleet 
should require assistance in Chi- 
nese of Philippine waters. 
Virtually the only pacific note 
sounded from an _ authoritative 
source today was Senator Borah’s 
statement to newspaper corre- 
spondents. Explaining that he had 
received many telegrams from 
peace organizations urging him to 
propose an economic boycott 
against Japan, he said: 

“These people seem to regard a 
boycott as a peace movement. It’s 
my opinion it would be of an en- 
tirety different character. An éco- 
nomic boycott might easily be the 
first step toward war., It would 
involve the employment of a force 
of a kind that has often produced 
the most cruel and inhuman re- 
sults. Regardless of what we may 
think of Japan's course in China, 
we should not resort to a boycott 
unless we are prepared to go to 
war.” 


Pleased by British Attitude, 
The Idaho Senator also expressed

Substantiating the position of the

Edwin S. Cunningham, United 
States Consul-General at Shanghai, 
as the senior Consul there, _ re- 
ceived from the municipal authori- 
ties a lengthy protest against op- 
erations of the Japanese military 
force.

In importance 
it is exceeded only by the ultima- 
tum in whicn démands are made 
and which if not complied with re- 
sult in serious consequences. 

The protest was made in Tokio 
by Ambassador Forbes on specific 
instructions from the State Depart- 
ment.

Japanese reservists in civilian 
clothes beat Chinese in the Hong- 
kew area of the settlement whose 
actions appeared to them as sus- 
picious. A Chinese chauffeur was 
shot and killed as he fled from the 
reservists and several others sus- 
pected of sniping were slain. Two 
foreigners who protested ‘against 
the beating of Chinese were them- 
selves beaten. 


The reservists were reported to 
be extending their occupation along 
the north bank of Soochow Creek 
in the direction of United States 
marines, who were patrolling the 
southern shore. 


Many Chinese, fleeing in terror 
from the horror of Chapei, which 
still was in flames, were shot at 
and beaten by these roving ma- 
rauders.

Shops Barred and Shuttered,

A few minutes later eight Jap- 
anese, all heavily armed, were ar- 
rested in the same vicinity. All 
the captives were turned over to 
the municipal police after they had 
declared at Marine headquarters 
that they had been sent into thé 
American. area by Japanese naval 
authorities with orders to go to a 
nearby Japanese cotton mill and 
go on guard.

An American destroyer was as- 
signed to a position in the Whang- 
poo River to assist in guarding the 
Plant and to keep an eye on the 
properties of the Standard Oil Ce., 
on the opposite bank. 

Fires in the Chapei native sec- 
‘tion of Shanghai and the Hongkew 
section of the international settle- 
ment died down today after caus- 
ing enormous damage. The dam- 
age in Chapei, where more than 
10,000 native homes, warehouses 
and factories were destroyed, was 
estimated at $10,000,600.

The last 24 hours wrote a fright- 
ful story of bloodshed. Scenes of 
the wildest disorder were enacted 
yesterday in the northern section 
of the International Settlement. 
which was coveréd by a pall of 
smoke blown from the ruins of 
Chapei, where thousands of tinder- 
box Chinese houses had been de- 
stroyed by flames started by bomhs 
dropped from Japanese airplanes. 

Hunt for Chinese. 

Groups of Japanese—blue-olad 
marines, reservists dnd men in ci- 
vilian clothes—surged through the 
streets of the north section of the 
Settlement, searching for helpless 
Chinese. 

They encountered thousands of 
refugees, some of them lucky 
enough to have rickshaws, some 
carrying their mean belongings on 
their backs, and all headed toward 
sections of Shanghai where they 
thought they might find refuge, 

The Japanese Marines, many of 
them equipped with side-car mot- 
orcycles and automobiles, swept the 
streets with machine gun fire. 
Their work w finished by Japa- 
nese in civilian/ clothes swinging 
clubs and bas ball bats. 

These invaders declared they 
were searching for snipers but how 
they separated snipers form the 
civilian population was not appar- 
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ent. They broke. their way into 
stores and dwellings hunting for 
hidden Chinese, neither bolts nor 
barricades stopped them, and how 
many deaths occurred behind the 
shuttered building fronts was im- 
possible to determine. 

The refugees. from Chapei, ter- 
ror-stricken from hours of dodging 
air bombs and machine-gun. bul- 
leis and from the conflagration 
that had devastated their part ‘of 
the cit¥, thronged into the refuge 
of the International Settlement. 
Many of them were bandaged and 
blood-smeared. 

The exodus from Chapel ‘Was a 
terrible thing to witness. Family 
groups of three and four clung to- 
gether, clutching the bundles in 
which they had wrapped whatever 
dren _wailed, grandfathers and 
grandmothers limped along\mourn- 
ing for the members of their fam- 
ily killed by Japanese bullets and 
bombs and by the fire that swept 
away thcir homes.

“After the Chinese had accepted 
all Japan’s demands. the Japanese 
attacked Shanghai without provo- 
cation,’”’ the message said. 

“The International Settlement 
was used as a base. Civilians were 
attacked. Homes, hospitals and 
public buildings were bombed from 
the air, The Commercial Press, 
China’s foremost publishing house, 
was completely destroyed. We urge 
your advocacy of justice.’ 

The Shanghai Chambers of Com- 
merce and the Chinese Bankers’ 
Association issued an appeal to the 
world for help against Japanese 
violence. They declared that Japan 
aimed, not only at annexing Man- 
churia, but at dominating the 
whole of China in a vast scheme of 
preparation for mastery of the Pa- 
cific. ; 

Through the official Kuomin 
News Agency the National Govern- 
ment Foreign Office issued a state- 
ment calling on the signatories of 
the Kellogg ‘pact, the nitie-Power 
treaty and the League of Nations 


covenant to adopt measures “‘in 
fulfillment of their duties.”

The 
committee’s 25 per cent share then 
would be $519,100. The Commu- 
nity Fund has reported that $2.- 
457.000 was contributed, the figure 
including $162,000 in conditional 
pledges which may not be paid be- 
cause the conditions on which they 
were made were not fulfilled. 
These pledges were obtained two 
years ago, the donors promising to 
give a certain amount each year 
for three years provided the fund 
received $1,800,000 from other 
sources.

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TAKEN IN BERG 
KIDNAPING CASE 


Defense Examines Most of 
Witnesses for State In- 
dorsed on Indictment of 
Paul A. Richards. 


The defense “fishing expedition” 
in the Alexander Berg kidnaping 
case to determine the extent of the 
State's case was recessed yesterday 
subject to the call of Commissioner 
Roy Fish. 

During two days in which depo- 
sitions were taken by Verne Lacy, 
of defense counsel, in his office at 
1218 Olive street, he examined most 
of the State’s witnesses whose 
names are indorsed on the indict- 
ment, including all of the police- 
men in the case except Chief Gerk. 

Paul Richards, attorney and self- 
declared agent of the kidnapers, 
who is Lacy’s client, was present 
again at the hearing yesterday un- 
der guard of a Deputy Sheriff, who 
took him back to the City Jalil af- 
terward. His presence was by spe- 
cial permission of Circuit Judge 
Pearcy, before whom he is schedé- 
uled to go to trial on Feb. 15 on an 
indictment charging kidnaping for 
ransom, a capital offense. 

Chauffeur Is Witness. 

Witnesses yestercay were Albert 
Pike, Negro chauffeur for Berg, 
who was with him when the 
wealthy fur dealer was held up on 
Nov. 6 on Lindell boulevard, near 
Euclid avenue, and taken into the 
county, there to be separated from 
his driver and carried off to cap- 
tivity; Ben Harris, fur dealer of 9 
Kingsbury place, to whom Berg 
told the chauffeur to report the 
| kidnaping first; Chie? of Detectives 
‘Kaiser and Detective Sergeant Jo- 
| seph Lesyna who had been instruct- 
,ed to return after some of his tes- 
Sage on had been heard Friday. 
| Pike repeatead his story as he 
itold it the-day of the kidnaping. 
|Harris also told without modifica- 
ition his original story of Pike's re- 
‘port, and of a subsequent telephone 
‘call form the kidnapers directing 
‘him to get in touch with a lawyer 
lat the latter's home on the South | 
| Side, an order which he disregard- 
jed. Chief Kaiser outlined his work 
‘in supervising the detective force 
in investigation of Berg’s abduc- 
| tion. 
| Lesyna, woh had testified Friday 
that he Hstened on a dictograph to 
\a conversation in the office of Mor- 
ris G. Levinson, Berg’s attorney, 15 
hours before Berg was returned, 
read his report of the occurrence 
into the record. Levinson has stat- 
ed that his visitor at that time was 
Richards, that he paid Richards a 
preliminary fee of $1000 in cash, 
and that they discussed the me- 
chanics of Berg’s impending release 
‘on Levinson’s promise of $50,000 
ransom. 
| Missed Some Conversation. 

Sergt. Lesyna, an expert stenog- 
|rapher, had noted down as much 
of the conversation as he could 
'hear, but possibly. because of the 
movement of Levinson and his 
visitor away from the microphone 
concealed in Levinson’s office be- 
hind a curtain, he missed much of

Lesyna testiifed he was unable 
_to identify Levinson’s visitor from 
his voice. He heard Levinson say 
“Here ig the thousand dollars,” 
then caught fragments of the con- 
versation discussing plans for re- 
lease of Berg in Forest Park.

abandoned and he was released in 
North 8t.

DR. JOHN B. HERRESHOFF, 
NOTED SCIENTIST, DIES AT 81 


Got First Perkin Medal for Work 
in Chemistry—TIsrother of In- 
ventor and Yachtsman. 

By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga... Jan. 30.—Dr, 
John Brown Herreshoff of New 
York, past president of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society, and a noted 
scientist. died here today at the 
home of a sister. He was 81. 

Herreshoff was the winner of 
the Perkin medal the first time it 
was awarded in the United States. 
He was honored with the award 
for his work in the chemical and 
metallurgical industries. 

Mr. Herreshoff, who would have 
been 82 years old Feb. 7, was the 
inventor of a process for manufac- 
turing surpluric acide. He was @ 
vice president and trustee of the 
Nichols Copper Co., and a director 
of the Granby Consolidated Mining, 
Smelting & Power Co. 

A member of a prominent Rhode 
| Island family, he was born in Bris- 
| tol in 18560, and was graduated 
|from Brown University 20 years 
, later. By a special vote the unt- 
versity conferred the decree of 
Bachelor of Philosophy on him tn 
1905. In 1890 it had given him an 
honorary Master of Arts degree, 
From 1869 to 1872 he was profes- 
sor of analytical chemistry at 
Brown, and tn 1876 became super- 
intendent of the Laurel Hill Chem- 
ical Works of Long Island. 

Dr. Herreshoff was a brother of 
James Brown, Herreshoff, also an 
inventor, an@ Nathaniel Green Her- _ 
reshoff, who for 20 years built 
yachts which defended the Ameri- 
ca's Cup. The former brother in 
1872 perfected the first naphtha- 
driven motor cycle of internal come 
bustion type in the United States, 
He also invented numerous devices

Rickshaw Man’s Life Short. 

One wonders how the Chinese, | 
not only in the native city but in| 
some parts of the international set- 
tlements, live. The masses cove! 
always to be on the verge of star- | 
vation. They come out of the nar- | 
row streets in swarms, suggesting | 
human ants. The rickshaw men 
who run sometimes from morning 
' till night, and into the night, Hive 
| wonderful endurance, but the aver- 
age life of the rickshaw man is put 
at six years. He succumbs, as a 
rule, to lung or heart trouble. Yet 
there is never any lack of them. 
They receive a pittance of 10 cents 
for an ordinary run. They will 
agree to be at your door early in 
the morning and stay there to be 
used at your convenience for 15 
Chinese dollars a month, varying 
from $4 to $6 in American money. 
But it isa pleasant way forthe visi- 
tor to get around the city. The rick- 
shaw man trots easily, and you 
have a view of everything on every 
side. How they get through the 
narrow streets is a wonder, but 
they do, and in case of rain he 
encases you in a rubber cape and 
other protective devices, not al- 
ways effective.

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—Jack Demp- 
sey, former world’s heavyweight 
champion, today was barred from 
all National Boxing Association 
territory for his connection with a 
boxing match at Columbus, Miss., 
in November, 1930. 

The Mississippi commission 
caused his banishment by charging 
that Dempsey promoted the match 
and then failed to pay $3000 in 
debts incurred by the show. Demp- 
sey and his manager, Leonard 
Sacks, denied the charge, insisting 
that the former titleholder merely 
acted as referee and had no con- 
nection with the promotional end. 

Sacks offered to pay the ex- 
penses of the entire ‘Mississippi 
commission's trip to Chicago for a 
hearing before the N. B. A. body 
on Feb. 6 although Gen. John Vv. 
Clinnin, head of the N. B. A., said 
the matter should be settled be- 
tween the Dempsey camp and the 
Mississippi commission. 

Statement by Sacks. 

“Dempsey appeared. in Columbus 


tin the role of a referee in a boxing 


show promoted by a fly-by-night 
boxing impressario named Ned 
Persons,” Sacks said in a state- 
ment for the benefit of Gen. Clin- 
nin. “He applied for and received 
a referee’s license and. in referee- 
ing the boxing show fulfilled every 
obligation expected. of him. Jack 
Dempsey was to receive a percent- 
age of the gross gate of the Coltum- 
bus show for his services but did 
not receive one cent of compen- 
sation diuie to said Mr. Person's 
running off with the entire gate 
receipts. Dempsey paid this ex- 
penses as well as my own from 
Los Angeles to Columbus and re- 
turn. The show was called the 
‘Jack Dempsey day’ in, Mississippi, 
because it was the only engage- 
ment that Dempsey was to have in 
the State. I have learned that this 
promoter did not pay any of the 
expense incidental to this boxing 
show as well as not having paid 
any of the boxers that exhibited 
their wares. The Mississippi Box- 
ing Commission now accuse Demp- 
sey of having been co-promoter 
with said Mr. Persons and looks to 
Dempsey to pay off such obliga- 
tions or stand suspended. The 
Mississippi State Athletic Commis- 
sion is the accuser and should stand 
ready and willing to present its 
case. They are invited by Jack 
Dempsey, with all expenses paid, 
to appear in the offices of the Na- 
tional Boxing Association in Chi- 
cago Feb. 6.” 
Dempsey Unworried. 

Dempsey, in a statement issued 
at Sacramento, Cal., said he was 
not worried and that he expected 
his approaching exhibition tour of 
the Middle West—N. B. A. terri- 
tory—would not be affected.

Vigorous Denials. 

“The writer says that Harding 
was an habitual writer of love 
letters and sent her’ hundreds, 
many of them 40 to 60 pages long.

One genuine love letter would 
have been enough to establish her 
case, but she has never produced 
and never can produce it.” 

Daugherty says he drew up 
President Harding’s will June 19, 
1923, and he is convinced that at 
that time, when there was an in- 
timate discussion of Harding’s 
personal affairs, provision would 
have been made for anyone with 
such a claim on the President as 
Miss Britton tis had. “My 
experience with Harding in this 
tender solemn hour writes the 
word ‘Fake’ over every page of 
her book,’’ Daugherty says. 

Daugherty, who was with the 
Hardings in San Francisco when 
the President died, asserts that 
‘there was no mystery of any 
kind about his death,’ and cites 
the official bulletin signed by four 
physicians besides the President's 
personal physi¢ian, Dr. Sawyer. It 
attributed his death to “some 
brain evolvement, probably an 
apoplexy.” Mrs. Harding’s state- 
ment, that the President died sud- 
denly while she was reading to 
him, is given.

LTHOUGH Germany is one-of the most 
A vositerous advocates of disarmament, ac- 
tually the prdéposed international move= 
ment to hammer swords into ploughshares 
means very little to her. Disarmed by the 
Versailles Treaty to a mere shadow of her 
formér self, Germany looks at disarmament 
as a meaus of “‘getting back’’ at her ex-ene- 
mies, especially France and Poland. 

Politically speaking, disarmament is her 
best card. Materially. considered the only 
thing Germany can expect to get out of the 
Geneva conference, which begins in February, 
is the privilege of spending more on arma- 
ments than she is now spending—a doubtful 
advantage in the present moment of financial 
and economic distress: Yet that is exactly 
what Germany is going to ask for at the 
world conference. 

Berlin’s statesmen know that no European 
country will disarm proportionately to her 
level, as they are pledged to do under the 
League covenant, the Locarno pact and even 
under the covering letters of the Versailles 
treaty. They know on the other hand that 
lifting of the disarmament restrictions of the 
Vérsailles Treaty will bd one more wedge 
into that already badly-cracked document. 
Anything that leads to nullification is con- 
sidered worth-while by the Germans. 


Germany’s Military Strength. 

There are many ‘“niggers’’ in» Germany’s 
armament woodpile.

Today Germany’s army 
numbers but 100,506. of- 
ficers and men. Her navy is limited to 
116,866 tons by the peace treaty. In oth- 
er words, her land armaments have been re- 
duced to one-seventh the 1913 figures and 
her naval establishment to about one-tenth. 
Yet her armaments expenditures in 1930 were 
$170,400,000, or a reduction of 63 per cent. 
| As has been revealed many times the only 
restriction placed upon Germany’s armaments 
by the victorious allies is a quantitative one. 
Her army has been limited,in numbers to 
one-seventh its normal peace-time strength. 
But the Government spends more money per 
man upon her present military machine than 
does any country in the world> Each man is 
enlisted for 12 years. Each man receives, at 
a minimum, a petty officer’s training. 


And as for her navy the Versailles treaty 
fixed the maximum tonnage of German war- 
ships at 10,000. German efficiency has 
built the Ersatz Preussen of 10,000 tons dis- 
placement, yet equal in strength and fighting 
power to any warship half again her size. The 
cost of the Ersatz Preussen, “pocket battle 
ship” was almost double that of any other 
warship of. similar tonnage heretofore built. 

For Germany, armaments competition has 
shifted from size and quantity to fighting 
quality. " 


Definitions of “Security.”’ 

Those who have access to what goes on 
‘behind the scenes” in Wilhelmstrasse knows 
hat the present German Government really 
joes not want to increase her armaments at 
he moment. The “ecdnomic .warfare” that 
is being waged. in Europe is far too fierce to 
allow dissipation of national resources on mil- 
tary material, especially since Germany has 
definitely discarded force as-an instrument of 
national policy. The most powerful military 
machine in the world failed to secure her

Plain Words From Germany. 


All this Berliii knows only too well. She 
still remembers that Italy was supposedly an 
ally in 1914. Consequently she is playing @ 
lone hand- Many of her demands at the com- 
ing conference will have the support of Rus- 
sia, Italy, the Scandinavian neutrals and even 
the United States. Great Britain, too, now 
that- France has become the “traditional ene- 
my” of Napoleonic days, fs extending aid and 
comfort to her ex-enemy. \ 

In international as well as national life, 
politics and diplomacy make strange bed-fel- 
lows. 

If any further “proof were needed as to the 
direction Germany’s policy will take at Gene- 
va in February, one might quote President 
Hindenburg directly. The head of the  Ger- 
man Government has told the world that his 
country demands either disarmament to her 
level by others or freedom to effectivély arm 
herself in-accordance with her idea of securi- 
iy. yeaa 

Count Johan von Bernstorff, who will be 
Germany’s chief spokesman at the confer- 
ence, has this to say: 

“Germany will go to the Disarmament 
Conference to regain her political equality. 
The German people will not continue indef- 
initely to accept infringement of their rights, 
encroachment of their national, security and 
abasement of their_self-respect.\ Theoretical- 
ly, all nations are equal before the League 
of Nations, Actually, there are two classes, 
the defeated and victorious states. :

“The League of Nations is face to face with 
its most important task. Its future, even its 
very existence will be imperiled if it cannot 
solve the problem of disarmament. Not only 
for Germany but for the entire world does 
disarmament represent the keystone of in- 
ternational peace. If the League of Nations 
discards the principle of parity of security for 
all its members; if it fails to secure propor- 
tional disarmament ofall its members, it will 
have failed in its task of promoting world 
peace and its reason for being will have van- 
ished.” 


Italy Seeks Parity With France. 

And, whether one chooses to believe it or 
not, there are a score of other countries, 
members of the League of Nations, which 
feel the same way about the problem as does 
Germany. 

The policies of Fascist Italy at the Disarm- 
ament Conference will be pointed in but one 
direction—towards France. Just as Germany 
is driving for the recognition of her right to 
bring her ‘security armaments” up to 
France’s level, so Italy is seeking to bring 
France’s armaments—especially her naval es- 
tablishment—down to Italy’s attainable level. 
Naval parity—and incidentally. supremacy in 
the Mediterranean—is Rome’s goal. 

Although Premier Benito Mussolini has 
ceased shouting from the house-tops about an 
armed Italy, and Foreign Minister Dino Gran- 
di initiated a more or less innocuous arma- 
ments truce under the auspices of the League, 
there has been no visible let-up in Italy’s 


‘Iseramble for control of the Mediterranean. 


And as for an air force and standing army 
equal to France’s, little is being said, but 
much is being done. Few people know it, 
but there are more men under arms in Italy 
today than there are in France. Likewise 
Italy has the second largest air fleet in. Eu- 
rope, not excluding Great Britain’s. 

During the past 12 months Fascist Italian 
spokesmen have shifted their positions regu- 
larly. They have supported the German dis- 
armament thesis, the Ameriean viewpoint and 
even Russia’s demands—when these happened 
to be against France. But not once has Italy 
given away an inch in her insistence on naval 
parity with her continental neighbor.

Now the Republic of Uruguay, 
comparable in size and population 
to the State of Kansas——is prepar- 
ing to sell its 2,000,000 citizens 
their gasoline, industrial alcohol 
and cement, as it already sells 
them chemicals and phosphate 
fertilizers. Existing legislation 
enables the Government ultimate- 
ly to own and operate the nation’s 
street cars, telephones and water- 
works. 

This program of monopoly un- 
matched by any country except 
Soviet Russia, is not yet complete 
even in most of the branches of 
business and industry which have 
been entereds But it is older by 
six years than the U. S. S. R., or 
state ownership experiments in the 
United States, and Uruguay is 
definitely committed to its pursuit 
and extension. 


Starting With Insurance. 

The republic undertook its first 
monopoly in 1911, when Jose Ser- 
rato, Minister of Finance in the 
Cabinet of President Batlle Y Or- 
donez, put through Congress a 
measure creating a state insurance 
bank, arguing that an insurance 
monopoly would keep Uruguayan 
money in Uruguay instead of per- 
mitting considerable sums in in- 
surance profits to be exported 
eyery year to stockholders dwell- 
ing abroad. 

In 20 years no new insurance 
companies have been admitted to 
Uruguay. Companies existent in 
1911 have been allowed te - re- 
main, but the state has competed 
so advantageously in the less prof- 
itable branches that all the pri- 
vate companies have been dis- 
placed except in the field of fire, 
maritime and life insurance, and 
even most of these have sold out 
or retired. The Government hopes 
eventually to displace those which 
remain. 

Uruguay already has its Bank 
of the Republic, official repository 
with exclusive power to issue 
notes. It followed its insurance 
venture by going into the public 
utility business, buying or build- 
ing light and’ power plants, tak- 
ing over the port services in Mon- 
tevidgo harbor and acquiring over 
600 miles of railway. The re- 
mainder of the railways will re- 
vert to the nation as their British- 
owned ¢oncessions expire. 

A national chemical plant, built 
first for experiment, now makes 
the country’s sulphuric acid and 
$100,000 worth of agricultural 
phosphate yearly. A _ national 
packing plant supplies the Afon- 
tevideo market and maintains 
livestock prices.

improvements have been paid for, 
service bettered, depreciation al¢ 
lowed for, first costs met, and em- 
ployes well paid. 


Not a Political Issue. 


While other countries have ex- 
perimecnted with national monopo- 
lies to insure foreign loans, 
Uruguay has nationalized one in- 
dustry after another jeith domes- 
tic benefits as the objective. 

Since the first venture of Uru- 
guay in 1911, state ownership has 
never been a major political issue. 
The leaders and the people of the 
Republic are as single-minded in 
their approval of the program ag 
in their approval of the Govern<- 
ment—and the country is one of 
two in South America (Colombia 
is the other) which has not par< 
ticipated in the Latin-American 
Revolutionary wave of the last 
two years. 

Uruguay's ventures are in the 
hands of separate boards. Each is 
an autofiomous group, collecting 
its own revenues, controlling its 
own expenditures, and taking 
whatever steps of expansion of re- 
trenchment it deems wise. Mem- 
bers of the boards are accountable 
only to the Elective National Ad- 
ministrative Council, which helps 
the President run the country. 
The: council appoints them. for 
four-year terms. 

Members of these boards and 
their subordinates, down to the 
least employe, receive a portion of 
profits, depending upon the im< 
portance of their posts and their 
length of service. 

The National Treasury, whicli 
expects ultimately to profit as 
Uruguay’s program of monopoli< 
zation matures, has not yet béne< 
fited from its investments in Bac 
tionalization of industry, but 
neither has it been embarrassed. 
by its expenditures in that direc- 
tion.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N last Sunday’s edition of the Post- 

Dispatch, there was an article by 

Charles G. Ross stating that the cost 
of prohibition to date is $5,610,000,000. 

The point Mr. Ross makes is that we 
could have collected five billion or six 
billion dollars from a tax on liquor. He 
is pleased to call this iost tax a cost. in 
other words, if we had taxed beverage 
‘alcohol during the last 12 years, we 
might have had some six billion dollars 
more in taxes from that source. 

We protest against the American peo- 
ple taxing evil and getting revenue out 
of it. We might just as well tax nar- 
cotics or prostitution and write a great 
article saying the cost of narcotics or 
prostitution was what we lost by not 
taxing them. This is too immoral an 
attitude to take for the American people. 

The question is not how much we can 
tax liquor—but the moral question of 
the iniquity of taxing it at all. To argue 
that we will have the liquor anyway, 
and we might as well get a tax out of it 
—ig (even if true, which it is not), be- 
side the question. 

He who divides with a crook is him- 
self crooked and promotes more crooked- 
ness.

This 
is as true of a state as of an individual.

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JAPAN’S CHALLENGE. — 
‘Shanghal’s night of terror has answered the ques- 


| tion as to Japan's designs on China. When a city fs 


raked by machine guns and bom@ed from the air and 
women and children are killed and the sky is red 
with blazing destruction, that is war. 
“Japan; to be sure, has still omftted to comply with 
the formality of declaring war, which the code of 
civilization prescribes as a point of honor. Indeed, the 
current files of the foreign offices everywhere are 
stuffed with Tokio’s disavowals of aggressive inten- 
Nevertheless, Japan has been waging war on 
China for more than four months. Entering Man- 
churia last Séptember with a modest display of force 
to protect her commercial interests which were im- 
periled, she explained, by China’s*violation of treaty 
obligations and overt acts, she has proceeded to effect 
occupation of the country with a military precision 
‘which, so experts say, was necessarily the result of a 
campaign thoroughly planned in advance. 

China’s military resistance has been ineffective, but 


business a heavy blow. Japan, able to crush Chinese 
armies, has been unable to check the ebbing away of 
her once profitable commerce with China. 

As the invasion of Manchuria assumed the propor- 
tions of conquest, the League of Nations | commanded 
Japan to halt, but the command was ignored. Secre- 
tary Stimson offended Japan’s amour propre when he 
intimated she broke her word in pressing on to Chin- 
chow, and a diplomatic fauz pas was pleasantly 
smoothed out after an interval of tension and indig- 
nation. Japan was not going to take Chinchow, on 
her official word, but she did take it, justifying her 
change of mind with a‘reason which an invader is 
always able to find. 

Justification is also found by Japan for the assault 
on Shanghai. She is protecting her nationals whose 
safety has been threatened by acts of violence and 
inciting propaganda, and is doing only what other 
nations have done in China under similar provocation 
and alleged necessity, though Japan sets a new record 
in violence and terrorism, and in audacity in storm- 
ing China’s major commercial city. The other na- 
tions, unfortunately, must plead guilty to similar ac- 
cusations, but supposedly a new international moral- 
ity was born in the blood of the World War and the 
wrong done China was one of the sins which the 
nations would, in the process of time, atone. 

The abject failure of the League of Nations refers 
the question of atonement, it seems to us, straight to 
the conscience of the nations individually, with burn- 
ing Shanghai demanding action. It is hardly think- 
able that the nations can look idly on while Japan 
slaughters a weaker neighbor. 

Japan has apparently gone berserk.. Her military 
crowd is now in contro]. The nation’s official word 
has been made worthless, and respect for the world’s 
opinion has been brutally renounced. Prime Minister 
MacDonald shakes a sorrowing head and tells his 
neighbors, “It is deplorable.” But the heads of Gov- 
ernments everywhere, including Washington, should, 
in our opinion, do more than deplore. Many of the 
nations have a material and traditional stake in the 
situation in the endangered lives and property of 
their own citizens. Beyond that is their duty to an 
almost -helpless nation. Japan in a real sense is 
challenging civilization. The challenge should and, 
we believe, could be effectually answered with pro- 
tests so forthright that Tokio could not misunder- 
stand. 
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OH, DOCTOR! 

An anti-climax that had its. counterpart when 
mighty Casey struck out in Mudville that famous 
afternoon is contained in an address made by Dr. 
Julius Klein, the administration’s bluebird, before the 
Silk Association of America recently. The good doc- 
tor has been crooning over the radio for the last 
year and a half a song to the effect that prosperity is 
just around the corner. In fact, wasn’t it last June 
that he proclaimed that the depression was over? Yet 
he now tells. the silk men that it “is the better part of 
wisdom to proceed with all possible caution in consid- 
ering any abnormal fixed-capital commitments.” That 
may not be downright pessimism, but it is pretty far 
north of the doctor’s usual pleasant chatter. We trust 
the silk meeting caught Dr. Klein on an off night, 
and that his quaint bedtime stories on economic sub- 
jects will continue to entertain the radio audience. 
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A GOOD WORK WELL DONE. 

Although contributions are still coming in for the 
thirty-second annual Post-Dispatch Christmas Festi- 
val, the amount of donations to date, $18,664.66, may 
be said to constitute the fund which made possible 
the widespread distribution of cheer a month ago to 
those who need it most.

Mr. Mellon has suggested a whole sheaf of nuisance 
taxes and Congressman Rainey, House majority lead- 
er, says the committee’s bill will include sales taxes. 
In a time of depression, it is unfortunate that the 
Government must make levies which will retard: re- 
covery. 

There remains in the country only one untapped 
source of large revenue, namely, the liquor traffic, 
as was suggested by-Congressman McCormack to Un- 
dersecretary Mills at a recent hearing of the Ways 
and Means-Committee. Mr. Mills’ response was, “Yes, 
only the Constitution and Congress stand in the way,” 
adding that liquor taxes had produced $483,000,000 in 
1919, the year before national prohibition went-into 
effect. It. would be illuminating if the committee 
should call upon the Treasury Department to elab 
orate that statement. The country is entitled to a 
complete and authoritative statement of the cost of 
prohibition to date, including revenue lost by reason 
of its enactment, as well as money actually spent ih 
the. effort to enforce it. 

Obviously, the Government would not be on the 
horns of a tax dilemma today if prohibition were non- 
existent. To begin with, as the Post-Dispatch. com- 
puted last Sunday, it would have saved $265,000,000, 
representing enforcenient costs minus fines and pen- 
alties. Without accounting for larger population or 
for liquor tax increases since 1919 (increases which 
surely would have been made), the Government has 
suffered a net revenue loss of $5,345,000,000. As we 
figure it, therefore, prohibition’s cost already is 
$5,610,000,000, or almost a third of the national debt. 
* If prohibition should die tomorrow and Congress 
were free to levy taxes on the liquor traffic, it could 


one which would not hamper industry’s recovery or 
make further inroads into the pockets of the people. 
The vast sums now being spent for all sorts of stim- 
ulants, from wines and whiskies imported into the 
country to ordinary hooch, would be diverted into 
legitimate channels, and because of the high prices 
the public is accustomed to pay bootleggers for liquor, 
the Government could go the limit in its imposts, 
Prof. BE. R. A. Seligman of Columbia University, 
called “the greatest tax authority in America,” esti- 
mates the yield would be $1,500,000,000, or 75 per cent 
of the Government’s expected deficit. 

We urge Chairman Collier of the House Ways and 
Means Committee to ask Secretary Mellon to prepare 
a thorough report on prohibition costs and probable 
liquor revenue: which could be raised today, and to 
submit thisemeport to the committee as having a 
proper bearing pon the subject of national taxation. 
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MISSOURI’S LEADING MANUFACTURES. 

A new picture of the industrial capability of Mis- 
souri is contained in manufacturing census figures 
published recently. The average informed Missourian, 
if asked what the State’s leading manufactured prod- 
uct is, would be likely to say, “shoes,” thinking of 
the pre-eminence of St. Louis in that line. The fact 
is that the production and assembly of motor cars and 
trucks was in the lead for the period of the census, 
1929, with a value of $246,000,000. Another surprise 
probably lies in the second industry, which was whole- 
sale meat packing, with a value of $180,000,000, 
Leather boots and shoes were third, with $133,000,000. 

The next seven industries, in order, were: flour 
and other grain mill products, bread and other bak- 
ery products, foundry and machine shop products, 
electrical machinery, apparatus and supplies; newspa- 
per and periodical printing and publishing, motor ve- 
hicle bodies and motorcycle parts, and butter,’ which 
had a manufactured value of $39,000,000. 

It should be remembered that the figures are for 
1929, the last year of prosperity. The census of 
manufactures is taken biennially. It may be con- 
jectured that only some dim, mysterious reagon of 
bureaucracy could delay publication until 1932 of the 
findings of a census for 1929, taken in 1930. It is 
time now to start collecting.the shrunken figures for 
the manufactures of 1931.

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ABYSSINIA APOLOGIZES. 

The Abyssinians may not enjoy all the fruits of 
civilization, but no one appreciates a good showy 
ceremony more than they. Even in the matter of 
an apology to this country, which might have been 
disposed of by an official handing a note to our en- 
voy, with a private courtmartial for the offenders, 
all hands turned out on parade. Addison E. South- 
ard, the American Minister, was symmoned to see 
the 10 policemen who had attacked -him after a minor 
auto accident, now shackled hand and foot.’ A hun- 
dred policemen on dress parade, two native chiefs 
and various officials saluted the American flag and 
went through the elaborate ritual of expiation on the 
precise spot where the fracas occurred. The penal- 
ties were read—a year in prison and a $500 fine, 
the latter signifying life sentences, as none of the 
prisoners can possibly pay the fine. | 
All this was perfectly in accord with the code of 
nations, and our friendship with Abyssinia is secure 
again. Japan made similar amends a few weeks ago 
for an attack by military police on the American 
Consul at Mukden.

Tribute to a Great Editor 


C. P. Scott, late editor of English Liberal daily, used publication not as a ‘means to 
wealth or as a party mouthpiece, but as “an instrument of civilization,” to 
broaden daily life of every thinking reader; keenly interested in political ideas, 
he never followed the crowd, but led with views contrary to prevailing trend.

HARLES PRESTWICH SCOTT was for 
. 57 years editor of the Manchester Guar- 

dian and its governing director at the 
time of his death. Scott had the prime 
requisites of a ‘true journalist, as distinct 
from @ politician or trader who uses a news- 
paper mainly as a, hoarding or mainly as a 
means to wealth, He believed with ~all his 
heart that, to be werth bringing outa 
daily newspaper must be, all round, an in- 
strument of civilization. 

Of course, no decent journalist con- 
sciously believes the opposite. But to some 
journalists a daily newspaper presents it- 
self irresistibly ag a spage on which the 
placards of a party can be plastered, and 
not, vividly and imperiously, as anything 
else. Some others approach their work 
naturally and instinctively‘as a branch of 
commerce; they mean to be honest traders 
and not do dirty tricks to get a little extra 
money; still, the making of money by skill 
and quickness in giving the public, or some 
special part of the public, just what it 
wants to buy is their steadily governing 
aim, 

Others, the true journalists, feel that they 
“ail if their paper is not, in all its parts, 
a faithful assistant to every man or woman 
who has keen interests and really wants to 
understand, whatever their special interests 
may be. Whether it pays or not, whether 
it furthers a party's interests or not, this, 
in their eyes, has got to be done, simply be- 
cause it is the one thing supremely and un- 
questionably worth doing. 
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That Scett was steadily bent upon having 
the news services and the critical and other 
non-political werk of- his paper well done 
was the more to his credit, because for him- 
self politics far outweighed all other public 
interests, It is true that he had the serious 


all-round culture of the best Victorians; he .. 


had distinct likings in sculpture and. paint- 
ing, and was a friend and stout champion 
of Madox Brown in the years when, amidst 
much foolish censure and derision, he was 
painting for the Manchester Town Hall the 
greatest modern, English mural paintings; 
in sOme forms. of decorative art he had a. 
special interest—he was a skillful judge of 
furniture, pottery and jewelry, But none 
of these tastes amounted to a passion; he 
was not a collector, seldom visited a theater, 
and hardly ever went to a concert except 
to hear some artist who, like Kosing, was 4 
personal friend.

HE present price of silver in the United 
T States is hovering around 30 cents an 

ounce, approximately the same as a year 
ago. With the value of gold fixed for dec- 
ades at $20.67 an ounce, silver is now selling 
at aboyt 70 to 1 to gold. Fixing the ratio 
at 16 to 1' would raise the value of silver 
for coinage to $1.29 an ounce, This value 
would naturally not obtain for all silver un- 
less the mints were to coin all that 
offered. c) 

Revival of the bimetalism issue today re- 
calls the Free Silver campaign of 13896. 
Then, as now, sharp declines in prices, espe- 
cially agricultural prices, accompanied a se- 
vere depression, while farmers and other 
borrowers were required to pay interest on 
their loans in dollars more valuable than 
*the dollars they had borrowed. 

There is, however, a fundamental differ- 
ence between «he monctary aspect of the 
depression of 1896 and that of 1932. it was 
at least arguable in 1896 that the supply 
of gold, and hence of money and credit, was 
insufficient to meet the country’s economic 
needs, Today, due to an increase in £ 
production subsequent to 1896 and to 
shift in the status of the United States from 
a debtor to a creditor nation, the gold stock 
in this country is more than sufficient to 
meet domestic monetary demands. Als0, 
the average price of silver in 1896 (68 cents 
an ounce) was over twice as high as the 
present price. 

With the Democratic platform and stand- 
ard-bearer in 1896 advocating free silver at 
16 to 1, money was the issue around which 
the presidental campaign of that year re- 
volvéd. McKinley won 61 per cent of the 
votes in the Electoral College, but had only 
51 per cent of the popular vote, as against 
147 per cent for Brydn and 2 per cent for 
miner candidates. The Republican plat- 
form of 1896 declared: 

“We are... opposed to the free coinag® 
of-silver, except by international agreemen® 
with the 1 ing commercial nations of the 
world, which we pledge ourselves to p 
mote, and yntil sych agreement can be | 
tained, the-existing gold standard must b@ 
preserved,” ¥ 

This declaration amounted to Republican 
support in 1896 for international bimetalis™ 
instead of adoption. of bimetalism by the 
United States alone. The Republican pla'- 
form in 1900 announced: “We declare o''' 
steadfast opposition to the free and unlin- 
ited coinage of silver. No mreasure to that 
end eould be considered which was without 
the support of the leading commercial cou'- 
tries of the world.”

was equal to 21.9 per cent of her 
budget. Great Britain, the same 
year, expended but 13.8 per cent of 
her budget on national defense 
while Germany’s appropriations 
reached but 5.1 per cent. The 
wealthy United States spent 16.5 
per cent—seven per cent less than 
Italy proportionately. 

Compared with her pre-war ex- 
penditures Italy’s current arma- 
ments bill also heads the list in 
Europe. France’s armaments ex- 
penditures show a 30 per cent gain 
over 1913: Germany spends 63 per 
cent less while Italy spends 44 per 
cent more. 

Despite the economic depression 
—and Italy is very badly hit—the 
Fascists have an ambitious naval 
building program which they have 
no eee of relinquishing. The 
“armaments truce” sponsored by 
Foreign Minister Grandi> means 
practically nothing for Italy be- 
cause the Fascists at the moment 
are spending up to the limit of their 
capacity to pay or get credit. There 
is no let-up in Italy’s program of 
43 light cruisers, and destroyers, 
totalling 118,400 tons, her 27 sub- 
marines of 24,950 tons and 10 other 
special units of some 32,700 tons. 
These are scheduled for completion 
before the.end of 1922. The 10 106,- 
000-ton cruisers o fthe Trento type, 
which the Fascists have planned 
will await better times — unless 
Italy can get France to give away 
that amount of tonnage in a gen- 
eral reduction. 

Italy’s Army the Biggest. 

Another striking commentary on 
Italy’s armaments is found in the 
fact that she is practically the only 
country in the world which main- 
tains a larger army today than she 
did before the great war. The Brit- 
ish army's effectives, which were 
174,000 in 1914, now are only 144,- 
552 men; France has actually 147,- 
780 soldiers less with the colors 
than she had in the summer of 
1914; Italy, on the other hand had 
an army of 304,672 men in 1914 
and today she has 491,398—about 
200,000 more. There are 60,000 
more men under arms in contin- 
enta! Italy than in continental 
Irance, according to official fig- 
ures for 1930-1931. 

The “‘militarism” of Fascist Italy 
is a direct denial of her pacific 
protestations. The Hohenzollern 
goose-step never re-echoed more 
loudly along the Rhine than does 
the Fascist swashbuckling across 
the hills of Romagna. Mussolini's 
declaration at Florence and Milan 
that “words are beautiful things 
but guns, cannon and warships are 
far more beautiful,” still forms a 
part of the Fascist creed. Nor, har 
his boast that “Liberty is a rotting 
carcass’ ever been modified. The 
watchword of Fascism is Italia 
Irredentia. 

While Italy may vocally demand 
“disarmament down to any level’ 
at Geneva, what she will mean is 
“any level at which France will 
grant Italy equality.” Since equality 
would mean unquestioned suprem- 
acy for Rome inthe Mediterranean, 
there is not the slightest chance of 


an agreement between the two 
countries on the present thesis. 
France will not deny Italy the 


right to arm up to her level—or 
past it if she can get the money. 
At the same time she will not rec- 
ognize such a right and will gov- 
ern her armaments accordingly. As 
things stand France wants arma- 
ments to protect herself against a 
potential Germany; Italy wants 
sufficient armaments to guarantee 
her security against France; Jugo- 
slavia‘asks armaments as a protec- 
tion against Italy, and so on down 
the line. 
Enrolling Youth to Fight. 

The Fascist political psychology 
is build upon a military complex. 
The Fascist state demands Italians 
from childhood. Having captured 
the pf€sent post-war generation, 
Mussolini is enchaining the future 
generation—or at least seeking. to 
do so. Every boy in Italy must be- 
long to the Balilla—a military Boy 
Scout organization. Two of the Ba- 
lilla’s Ten Commandments, drawn 
up by Giovanni Biuristi, at the 
time secretary of the Fascist party 
are: 

“Ife who is not ready to sacrifice 
body and soul for Italy and to 
serve Mussolini without question is 
unworthy to wear the black shirt. 

“Thank God every day that He 
has made you an Italian Fascist.” 

From the Balilla the Italian boy 
graduates into the Avanguardisti, 
where his real military training be- 
gins, .

Mrs. Thacker is the sister of 
Thomas Dixon, writer of Daugh- 
erty’s book. After the book ap- 
peared, it is stated, Mrs. Thacker, 
‘to her horror and amazement,” 
learned that an official récord of 
all persons who entered the White 
House, at any time and by any 
entrance, during the Harding re- 
gime, did not show a single visit 
from Means, who told in the book 
of no fewer than 16 conferences, 
in the White House, with Mrs. 
Harding or her husband. Her re- 
pudiation of Means appeared in 
Liberty, a weekly. Nov. 7 last. 

In denouncing Means and Roxie 
Stinson, Daugherty is defending his 
own official record, as well as 
Harding’s reputation. Roxie Stin- 
son was the divorced wife of Jess 
Smith, intimate friend of Daugh- 
erty, who killed himself two months 
before Harding’s death. 


Daugherty says that stories 
about “‘the little green house in K 
street,”” Washington, and its use for 
secret meetings which he and 
Harding were represented as hav- 
ing attended, were based only 
on this woman's testimony, and 
that by her repeated admission, her 
only knowledge was by hearsay, 
from conversations with her de- 
ceased former husband. She ad- 
mitted that she did not know the 
number of the house, which was 
1625 K street, and was occupied 
by Howard D. Mannington of Co- 
lumbus. | 

Mannington has stated that 
neither Harding nor Daugherty was 
ever at the house. Roxie Stinson 
said that Jess Smith told her 
Daugherty had been there, but she 
was not questioned as to President 
Harding. Daugherty says: 


“IT never entered this house in 
my life. I never saw it. Harding 
never entered it or saw it, to my 
knowledgé. Two men of my ac- 
quaintarce, one a former Colum- 
bus citizen, occupied a house on K 
street. What took place there I 
had no means of knowing, had no 
interest in, and never had occa- 
sion to investigate. 

“She (Roxie Stinson) had never 
heard of the house until she was 
engaged to play the role of prima 
donna in Wheeler’s show and he 
had rehearsed her in the part.” 


About “‘Jess’? Smith. 


“The True Story of Jess Smith” 
is the title of a chapter-in whith 
Daugherty relates that Smith, in 
the Harding campaign, kept the 
political account in an Ohio bank 
in the name of “Jess Smith, Ex- 
tra,’ through which “many thou- 
sands of dollars’ passed. These, 
Daugherty said, were legitimate 
campaign contributions, the mak- 
ers of which did not desire to be 
known, for business or other rea- 
sons. He said that, in the Ameri- 
can Metals ‘case, involving return 
of alien property, Smith did an 
“idiotic thing’ in taking money 
from John T. King, represeoting 
the claimants, for services in “ex- 
pediting” the handling of the case 
by the Alien Property Custodian. 
King later testified that Smith 
had told him to say nothing of 
this to Daugherty, and Daugherty 
says he knew nothing of this or 
any other improper taking of 
money by Smith. Daugherty says 
the charge that Smith took money 
for obtaining liquor withdrawal 
permits was found to be false, but 
he accepts David Lawrence's judg. 
ment that Smith did receive money 
improperly in some matters, of 
which Daugherty knew and sus- 
pected nothing at the time. 

“Smith's social success in Wash- 
ington,” Daugherty writes, “‘as evi- 
denced by the messages (after his 
death) from Coleman du Pont, 
Senator Burton, John Hays Ham- 
mond, Will Hays, Wayne BB. 
Wheeler, Albert D. Lasker, Mark 
Sullivan and hundreds of others 
was, to say the least, an unusual 
achievement for a stranger from 
the sticks, holding no official po- 
sition in the Government. 

“Jess enjoyed it. He loved the 
bright lights. He gloried in his 
association with Mr. and Mrs. 
Harding at the White House. They 
liked him and he frequently dined 
with them. He was received in 
many homes socially prominent. 
He had accompanied the President 
on the trip to Panama, and it was 
one of the brightest memories of 
his life. He had his picture taken 
with Harding at every opportun- 
ity, and he treasured these me- 
mentos as more precious than all 
the gold he possessed. And he was 
a man of independent means. He 
had become in many ways indis- 
pensable to my personal comfort, 
and I relied absolutely on his hon- 
esty and loyalty. 

“His act (suicide) could be ac- 
counted for only on the ground of 
a complete mental collapse. Mo- 
ments of collapse were a pecu- 
liarity of his disease (diabetes). 
After his death an open malignant 
wound left by an operation (for 
appendicitis) was discovered.” . 


Bitter Words for Senate. 


“The Degeneracy of the U. 8. 
Senate” is the heading of the chap- 
ter in which Daugherty attacks 
Senator Wheeler of Montana for 
the proceeding which led President 
Coolidge to demand Daugherty’s 
resignation. This part of the book 
is linked to previous chapters, 
“The Great Strike” and “The Con- 
spiracy of 1922,” in which it is 
charged that the coal strike and 
the railroad shop strike of that 
year were the result of orders sent 
from “Zinoviev in Moscow to his 
Communist agents in the United 
States.” Daugherty tells of his de- 
cision to obtain, in the name of the 
Government, “the most important 
injunction ever issued.” President 
Harding approved his action, 
despite the objections made at a 
Cabinet meeting by Secretary Fall 
and by Theodore Roosevelt, assist- 
ant and acting Secretary of the 
Navy. The injunction was grant- 
ed by Federal Judge Wilkerson in 


Chicago, and “the railroads again 


became the King’s highway which 
no man might obstruct.” 

Within 10 days after the collapse 
of the strike, Daugherty Says, the 
“drama of revenge” against him 
was begun. He follows it through 
charges preferred in the House, 
and through the investigation in- 
stituted by “the Red leader of the 
Senate,” meaning Wheeler. Presi- 
dent Coolidge stood by him at first, 
he relates, but finally yielded to 
“the Red howlers in the Senate,” 
who made promises of support 
which were not kept. Daugherty 
resigned at the President's request 
March 28, 1924. :

In different partS of the book.

“Mr. Hoover of course did not 
apply his words to me,” Daugher- 
ty says. He holds, however, in 
the language of another, that the 
Hoover remarks were “wholly un- 
called-for and inappropriate,” 

“Harding died,” he writes, “with- 
out a suspicion of the ugly fact that 
Fall had excluded competition (in 
qil leases) and had obtained a loan 
of $100,000 from Doheny.” He re- 


Fall a letter of sympathy and con- 
fidence less than 90 days before 
Harding’s death, «and concludes 
that Harding knew nothing of 
Fall’s misconduct then or at any 
time up to his death. 


Political Battles. 


Harding did know, Daugherty 
says, that Forbes had been found 
untrustworthy, though Forbes’ in- 
dictment did not come until after 
his death, He did not know about 
Miller’s misdeeds. “Of all the ex- 
periences that Harding had in the 
White House, the one with Forbes 
was the only one that cut him 
deeply,” Daugherty . says. He 
quotes the President as saying that 
the Forbes matter made him 
“heartsick.”’

Emmerson, Lowden’s campaign 
manager, helping Lowden to pass 
Wood, and then cut the support 
from beneath Lowden. He resents 
the statement that a group of lead- 
ers in a “smoke-filled room” chose 
Harding. Hermann Hagedorn, in 
his lately published life of Gen. 
Wood, has told substantially the

U. S. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
CUTS PAY OF ITS EMPLOYES 


All Receiving More Than $100 a 
Month Affected; Revenues 
Fall Off. 
Special to the Post-Dispatca. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. — The’ 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce has reduced the salaries of 
all employes receiving more than 
$100 a month. Under the cham- 
ber’s order, which becomes effec- 
tive March 1, salafles between 
$1200 and $5000 a year will be cut 
5 per cent. Those between $5000 
and $10,000 will be cut 7% per 
cent, and those of more than $10.- 
000 will be cut 10 per cent. About 
450 men and women will be af- 
fected. A large percentage of the 
chamber’s employes receive \_less 
than $100 a month. : Se, 

The reason given for the cuts is 
that the chamber’s income has 
been reduced, It is supported by 
local chambers and trade associa- 
tions and by memberships held by 
individual business houses. Many 
subscriptions have been canceled. 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce offices are housed in its 
handsome marble building directly 
across Lafayette Square from the 
White House. 

Silas Strawn, president of the 
chamber, made public today a re- 
port from a committee headed by 
Mathew Sloan, New York public 
utility magnate, urging a general 
curtailment of Government expen- 
ditures, particularly in the com- 
pensation of war veterans.

on Daugherty, to announce his 
selection, and that he had to ac- 
cept the place as a matter of loy- 
alty. This was “the tragic blunder 
of my life,” Daugherty says, an- 
other blunder being his failure to 
insist, after Harding’s death, that 
President Coolidge should at once 
accept his resignation from the 
Cabinet. 

Daugherty says he suggested 
the appointment of Andrew W. 
Mellon as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The selectéon of Hughes as 
Secretary of State, and that of 
Hoover as Secretary of Commerce, 
were Harding’s own, but when op- 
position to Hoover developed, 
Daugherty relates that he laid down 
to Penrose and Senator Knox the 
ultimatum, “No Hoover, no Mel- 
lon,” and that the result was both 
Hoover and Mellon.

Total doHar volume of real es- 
tate mortgages recordéd in the

The award 
of the third to America is a substantial in- 
dication that this country, comparatively a 
novice at winter sports, has grown up and 
is ready tor big league competition. The 
Lake Placid tournament will put the matter 
to a fair test and it will also put to a test 
Lake Placid’s claim to recognition as one 
of the best fitted and best located spots in 
the world! for this quadrennial winter car- 
nival. 

It is only within the last two years that 
Lake Placid has been able to assert such an 
ambitious claim. After the games in Switz- 
erland four years ago many Europeans con 


tended that St- Moritz should be inade the 
permanent seat of the winter Olympic con- 
tests. Nowhere else in the world, they de- 
clared, could be found such superb facil- 
ities for winter sports competition. 

That enough at the’ time. 
Neither Lake Placid nor any other Amer- 
ican city was able to command even serious 
consideration. Then Lake Placid set out 
to change the condition. An enormous de- 
velopment program was put under way and 
the opening of the 1932 carnival finds the 
town ready with one of the finest “plants ’ 
in existence. Within the last two years this 
mountain village has spent around $1,000,- 
000 on sports equipment and facilities. At 
a cost of $125,000, it carved a stadium 
from the slope of a hill in the heart of the 
town, providing an outdoor skating track, 
hockey field and seats for 5000 spectators.

Background, experience, childhood 
training, heredity (if heredity has anything 
to do with winter sports), have all made 
the young Norwegian as hard to excel in 
skating and skiing as a young American 1s 
hard to excell in baseball. As might be ex- 
pected, Norway has sent a formidable team 
to the Lake Placid meet, but it seems un- 
likely that Norway or any other country 
will win this Olympiad without a struggle. 
Winter sports are on the upgrade in many 
other countries, including the United States. 
Besides America and Norway, here are the 
nations which have sent teams to compete 
in the snow and ice classic: Austria, Belgium, 
Canada, Czecho-Slovakia, France, Finland, 
Hungary, Italy, ‘Japan, Germany, Great 
Britain, Poland, Rumania, Sweden and 
Switzerland. Other nations have sent rep- 
resentatives. This will bring into compe- 
tition outstanding winter sports stars of 
North America, Europe and Asia. Since 
the Olympic Winter Games are held once 
in four years, it is improbable the United 
States will witness such an event again in 
this generation.

The danger of a spill is always present. 
The spill entails two extreme hazards, the

The young Americans early 
asserted their supremacy in this 
daring sport, because of their 
apparent willingness to take 
greater chances in negotiating 
the high-banked curves of glare 
we. In the 1928 Winter Games 
at St. Moritz the American 
crews piloted by William Fiske 

and Jennison Heaton placed first and sec- 
ond and enabled the United States to place 
second to Norway in the 1928 Winter 
Olympiad. 

In the North American championship 
races of last winter the winning team, the 
Red Devils of Saranac Lake, set a world’s 
record for bobsleighing, making the 1)2- 
mile run in 1 minute and 52 seconds. 
Hunter Goodrich of Milwaukee, who placed 
second in the North American with Swiss 
and German teams entered, is one of the 
world’s best drivers, having won many 
races abroad. 

The Olympic bob run at Lake Placid, 
on which the four-man and two-man races 
will be. held, is over 2350 meters long, or 


about 1!4 miles, and drops with an aver- 
age grade of 10 per cent in a cir- 
cuitous route including 7 major 
curves and 14 minor ones.

In the American style there is an ex- 
hibition of strategy, pace setting, jockeying 
and terrific sprinting on the final straight- 
away. In some of the heats there are spills, 
and they go down, sometimes one after 
another, sprawling on the ice. 

It is stirring, competitive sport, a style 
of racing which works to American ad 
vantage in the Olympics. The Europeans 
have not had much experience with the 
peculiar strategy of group racing: The vet- 
eran Clas Thunberg of Finland, who has 
held most of the world and Olympic cham- 
pionships for the past decade, has spent a 
season on the American tracks, and gained 
some knowledge of this mode of racing. 

The classic event of this Olympiad will 
involve the meeting of the veteran Thun- 
berg and schoolboy Jack Shea, America’s 
greatest speed star, who won the North 
American championship at the age of 18 
and who will be in his prime for speed 
skating in the 1932 Winter Games. 

It is no idle rumor to predict that he 
will wrest some of the Olympic laurels held 
so long by the perennial Finn; Shea is a 
marvel at all distances on the ice. 

The vutstanding speed skating stars for 
the United States are Valentine Bialis, cap- 
tain of the 1928 Olympic team; Allen Potts 
of Brooklyn; Eddie Schroeder of Chicago; 
Ray Murray and Walter Rutter of New 
York. All of these have gone through a 
‘long siege of training at Bear Mountain, 
New York and Lake Placid.

alone through the barrage to the side 
of the coal pile, emptied his pistol in 
an enfilade as he approached, and then 
rushed.

His citation for commendation, writ- 
ten in the quaint, restrained language 
that is common to all police docu- 
ments, reads: 

‘‘November 3, 1926. About 3 p. m. 
entered the prison yard at Tombs Pris- 
on to assist in preventing the escape 
of three prisoners. Shots were fired 
and subsequently three prisoners, un- 
conscious from gunshot wounds, were 
found behind a coal pile.”’ 

The department awards eight med- 
als to its members every year for val- 
or.

AttS a. m. saw a 
woman struggling with two men in 
front of a hotel at 220 West Fifty- 
ninth street. They fled in a taxi. Ar- 
rested the men and recovered two re- 
volvers.”’

He has the speed of 
a leopard. Standing on the curb be- 
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hind headquarters, with his back to 
the street one damp day, Broderick 
was talking to a friend, who noticed an 
automobile approaching a puddle that 
was sure to find the detective’s range. 
‘‘Look out!’’ the man yelled. Brod- 
erick whirled around, lightning fast, 
and stood poised on the balls of his 
feet, with his fists in an on-guard po- 
sition that was beautiful to see. It is 
understandable why in restaurants he 
sits facing the door. 

The knuckles of both of his hands 
have been broken so many times that 
they have been exhibited in lectures at 
Bellevue to show what punishment the 
human paws can take and still func 
tion. Owing to manual brittleness, 
Broderick has been forced to alter his 
attack somewhat: when he closes in 
he seizes an opponent’s necktie just 
above the knot with his right and 
twists, simultaneously jabbing with his 
left. A couple of jabs are usually suf- 
ficient. The nearest he ever came to 
losing a decision was several summers 
ago, at the Rockaways, a famous gang- 
ster hideout at that time of year, 
where he was stationed on surveillance 
duty. 

One night he was called on the 
telephone, and a tough voice, after a 
deal of unflattering remarks, dared 
him to come over. He was alone, but 
left a note for his partner, telling him 
where he was going. At the joint he 
found 16 muggs waiting, all eager to 
open his veins. Broderick waded in 
and managed to stay alive until his 
partner arrived with a Sergeant and a 
platoon; but he took a terrible shel- 
lacking. In the fur strike of 1926 he 
was knocked cold by Communists, but 
the detail he was commanding round- 
ed up the assaulting party. At that 
time he was in charge of the indus-

the “Gorilla Buster” of the 


trial squad, and after the strike was 
over there were rumors that he had 
been paid $100 a week during the 17 
weeks for ‘‘protection.’’ An investiga- 
tion was held before the then Magis- 
trate Joseph V. Corrigan, certainly no 
cop-whitewasher. Broderick was vin- 
dicated; and labor officials declared 
that the story was an attempt by the 
left wing of the Fur Workers’ Union, 
which was running the strike, to ex- 
plain away part of $38,204.52 which 
couldn't be accounted for by auditors. 
Strike duty never appealed to him 
much, anyway—too many women and 
kids were mixed up in the strikes, and 
it was hard to tell who was supposed 
to be socked and who wasn’t. During 
the fur strike, Bolshevists, Megshe- 
vists, strikers and strike breakers had 
to be socked almost impartially. It 
was too confusing, and poor sport. 
Preferable was the old theme song: 
“Gimme a gangster, give him a gun, 
and leave the rest to me.” 


Garden that Johnny Broderick is 

most closely associated in the pop- 
ular mind. On almost every fight 
night he takes a busman’'s holl- 
day there and is to be seen lean- 
ing against the first pillar at the right 
in the lobby just as you come 
in the Eighth avenue entrance.

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St. Kilda’s Animal ~ 
and Plant Life— 
After the 
Island’s Desertion 


Interesting Changes Have 
Already Been Noted. 


By a Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 


LONDON 
iE desertion of the island 
of St. Kilda by its human in- 
habitants has created an in- 
teresting situation from the 
Viewpoint of the naturalist 
Here is a bit of land off the 

eoast of Scotland, 50 miles west of 
the Outer Hebrides, which has been 
occupied by man for centuries. Sud- 
denly man departs, removes himself 
as a factor in the processes of nature 
What does nature do with the oppor 
tunity”? 

While it is too early for a compre- 
hensive answer, the exodus having oc- 
curred little more than a year ago, 
certain trends in the return of the 
land to a wild state already are dis- 
cernible. A party from Oxford and 
Cambridge universities visited St. 
Kilda not long ago and found definite 
changes in flora and fauna takine 
place. 

The university party examined 
plants and insects, studied the small 
animals and birds, even took a census 
of the land birds breeding there It 


wasnt as complex a jobd as one might 


expect, for St. Kilda’s 1575 acres are 
not exactly crowded with life. The 
rocky, wind-swept island has no trees. 
no reptiles, no butterflies. no bees, n 
wild mammals except mice and seals. 
and few bright flowers. Its only song 
hird is a wren, 

Yet the island has a special interest 
for naturalists, aside’ from the trans- 
formation now under way. It was one 
of the places most frequented by the

came extinct Its colony of gannets 
is said to be the largest in the world. 
It is a breeding place for the fork- 
tailed petrel and the Atlantic seal. And 
the St. Kilda wren, the St. Kilda field 
mouse and the St. Kilda house mouse, 
or “‘postoffice mouse,”’ are distinctive 
types. 

One of the cnanges noted by the 
investigators concerns the postoffice 
mouse. They found very few of these 
animals; evidently the departure -of 
the human inhabitants and their stores 
left the house mice without an ade- 
quate food supply, and this form of 
life probably will ‘become extinct on 
the island 


HE field mouse and the wren, 

however, still were numerous: 

the wrens were nesting in the 
lofty cliffs and a few in the turf- 
roofed, stone huts which the St. Kil- 
dans had used as storehouses. 

Three kinds of land birds. the tree 
sparrow, the hooded crow and the 
starling, were found to have dimin- 
ished in number, But the Fulmar pe- 
trel, which was one of the foods of 
the St. Kildans and also a source of 
oil, still abounded on the island. 

Pronounced botanical changes have 
taken place since the islanders de- 
parted. Their abandoned fields are 
becoming moorland again. And on 
the moorland, where livestock used to 
graze, grass gives way to heather. 

It will not be long, apparently, until 
the landscape of St. Kilda shows no 
Signs of man's occupation— except for 
the ruins of the structures he built.
